had

lighting in our ca p ita ls

Our universities and scien tists 
are 
well known throughout 
the 
world, 
w h ile scarcely thirty percent of our 
country folk are able to read and 
write. 
“In our social and 
political 
life. 
one observes the

peculiarity. 
For more than fifty years we lived 
under a rule of veritable slavery to 
bureaucrats, imperial 
gendarm e and 
police, being deprived of the 
most 
elem en tary rights of citizenship. But 
ut the sam e tim e w e used to have 
all sh ades of political and socialistic 
doctrine, whose ex p o n en ts sought an 
im m ed iate 
answ er 
to 
the

problem s and the adoption el Ideal 
m ethods of distribu tin g the

Mn a word. we h a v e been 
very 
anxious to absorb th e la tes t Ideas of 
w estern civilization
